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14 Years 

In December last 
year an English court 
handed out the longest 
prison sentence ever 
given to an animal 
rights activist. Keith 
Mann was sentenced to 
14 years prison after 
pleading guilty to 
charges of arson, con¬ 
spiracy to cause arson, 
and escaping from cus¬ 
tody. (more ALF pris¬

MAI head office hassled

Twenty five people 
picketed the MAF (Min¬ 
istry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries) head office in 
Wellington on 9 Decem¬ 
ber as a protest against 
the debeaking of chick¬ 
ens on factory farms. 
MAF was targeted be¬ 
cause even though they 
admit it is cruel, they 
pretend it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen here. When con¬ 


fronted by reporters, a 
MAF spokesperson 
tryed to evade the issue 
in the usual government 
way. She said the guide¬ 
lines on debeaking and 
“how much should be 
taken off” should be 
“tightened up”!!! 

Media coverage was 
very anti-MAF but made 
us out to be "Animal 
Lovers". This is about as 
insulting as describing 


anti-racists as “Nigger 
Lovers”. What they 
should be talking about 
is animal liberation, 
Maybe the SPCA who 
organised the demo, are 
happy to be called ani¬ 
mal lovers while they eat 
their free range pork, but 
if the media are going to 
cal! me names I'd rather 
be an "extremist" or "fa¬ 
natic" please. 


Overseas 

British farmers trying 
to get round a law ban¬ 
ning veal crates by ex¬ 
porting live calfs to Eu¬ 
rope have been faced 
with huge protests at 
harbours and airports! 
Hundreds of protesters 
have blocked harbour 
entrances, smashed up 
trucks, and chained 
themselves together to 
stop the calfs being 
freighted to veal farms 
across the channel. A 
thousand riot police 
have been used against 
the nightly protests and 
many people have been 
arrested.Since protests 
started in early January 
live exports have halved 
and are likely to stop in 
the next few weeks. 



Moscew Circus 


Three international 
circuses were expected 
to tour here over sum¬ 
mer, but two have can¬ 
celled after newspaper 
reports that protests 
were planned in any 
towns visited by the cir¬ 
cuses. But don't relax 
just yet, the Moscow Cir¬ 
cus is due here in 
March. ANIMAL-INFO 


will have more details 
next issue. The last time 
the Moscow Circus 
toured there were pro¬ 
tests everywhere they 
went, their advertising 
posters and banners 
were ripped down and 
the ALF renovated half 
a dozen of their vehi¬ 
cles. Lets make it even 
worse this time.

Anti-McDonald's 
protest actions. 


Several protests 
were held across the 
country to celebrate 
the 10th annual World 
Anti-McDonald’s Day 
on Saturday October 
16. The date was chosen 
because it is United Na¬ 
tions World Food Day. 
McDonald’s has been 
criticised as it makes bil¬ 
lions of dollars while ru¬ 
ining the environment, 
contributing to the de¬ 
struction of rainforests, 
exploiting workers, mur¬ 
dering animals and sell¬ 
ing unhealthy food. 

Libel case 

This years protests 
were also designed to 
draw attention to the 
major libel case being 
heard in London this 
year. McDonald’s have 
sued two environmental 
activists after they 
handed out leaflets criti¬ 
cising the multibillion 
dollar company. Since 
the case started public 
criticism of McDonald's 
has increased. 


Protests 

Fifty people gathered 
to protest outside 
McDonald’s in Queen St, 
Auckland. 

In Hamilton protest¬ 
ers performed street 
theater in which “Ronald 
McDonald” seized a 
“cow” and stuffed her 
into a giant burger.This 
upset the local 
McDonald’s manager so 
much he insisted that a 
friendly policeperson ar¬ 
rest two people. They 
have been charged with 
disorderly conduct. 

Sponges. 

A large crowd gath¬ 
ered outside Manners 
Mall McDonald’s in Wel¬ 
lington to watch protest¬ 
ers lock a “Ronald 
McNasty” into wooden 
stocks. Passers-by of all 
ages joined in throwing 
wet sponges at the im¬ 
prisoned Ronald.Several 
hundred leaflets were 
distributed. 

Chainsaw. 

The Christchurch 


central branch of 
McDonald’s was pick¬ 
eted by more than forty 
people and Ronald 
McDonald made an ap¬ 
pearance but was pre¬ 
vented from demonstrat¬ 
ing how McDonald’s con¬ 
tributes to rainforest de¬ 
struction when a passing 
police officer temporar¬ 
ily confiscated his 
chainsaw! The local 
branch manager later 
claimed that "Nowhere 
in the world had 
McDonald’s ever used 
' beef raised on ex rainfor¬ 
est land" even though 
McDonald’s had admit¬ 
ted in the London High 
Court earlier this year 
that they have used beef 
from ex rainforest land 
(de-forested as recently 
as ten years ago).

A new hunting lodge 
for the rich and infamous 
has opened near Lake 
Tekapo. "Hunters" are 
charged $700 a day to 
stay at Lilybank Lodge 
where they are provided 
with helicopters which 
are used to chase spe¬ 
cially imported deer. 
Lilybank is owned by 
Tommy Suharto, son of 
President Suharto of 
Indonesia.Since the 
Suharto family seized 
power in a military coup 
in 1967 they have been 
responsible for the 
deaths of over half a mil¬ 
lion people in Indonesia 
as well as 200,000 peo¬ 
ple in East Timor.

Pig Factory Farm opens. 


New Zealand’s big¬ 
gest pig factory farm is 
under construction at Te 
Pirata, central Canter¬ 
bury. Situated on the 
north bank of the Rakaia 
river (between Hororata 
and Dunsandel) the fac¬ 
tory farm is costing 
$7million and will proc¬ 
ess 22,000 pigs every 
year for Huttons Kiwi Ltd. 
Work started in Septem¬ 
ber and is due to be fin¬ 
ished in June/Julv 1995. 


180 breeding sow will be 
brought in each week 
starting early December 
until 1000 sows are on 
site, the factory will hold 
over 10,000 pigs at any 
one time when it reaches 
full production early in 
1996.

Shop in New Regent St 
gets super-glued shut. 

February 94 

Meat Truck parked 
on roadside gets van¬ 
dalised . 


June/July 94 

Stanmore Butchery 
locks glued x2, 
spraypainted x3, own¬ 
ers car gets tyres 
slashed and "MEAT IS 
MURDER". 

McDonalds gets 
paint-bombed. 

August 94 , 

Cancer Society Of¬ 
fice gets spraypainted 
a week before vivisec¬ 
tion fundraising Daffo¬ 
dil Day.(This action got 
covered by several 
newspapers and TV). 

And on Daffodil Day 


itself the Cancer Soci¬ 
ety was spraypainted 
again (This was de¬ 
scribed on radio news 
by Cancer Soc person 
as a "desecration”) 

5x National Banks 
spraypainted, 

3x National Banks 
get the glue. 

National Bank Bill¬ 
board is redecorated 
with antivivisection 
slogans.(The bank was 
the major sponsor of 
Daffodil Day).
